2nd.  Order  early  to  insure  getting  the  vari- 
eties and  grades  preferred.  Write  clearly, 
giving  all  necessary  information.  Use  Key 
Number  for  grade,  etc. 

3rd.  Five  plants  of  a single  grade  and  vari- 
ety sold  at  the  10  rate.  Fifty  plants  of  the 
same  grade  and  variety  sold  at  100  rate. 

4tli.  Only  minimum  grades  listed,  herein. 
Plants  may  come  between  these  minimum 
measurements  and  the  next  higher  grade, 
hut  if  of  minimum  size,  shall  be  considered 
sati sf actory  delivery . 

5th.  Grading  terms  are  explained  as  follows : 
Caliper  for  grafted  or  budded  trees  shall 
mean  diameter  above  the  bud  or  graft.  Qual- 
ity is  in  accordance  with  the  following : ‘‘X” 

indicates  stocky  plant;  “XX”  indicates  bushy 
plant;  "XXX"  indicates  very’  bushy  speci- 
men. Other  desirable  characteristics  are 
likewise  included  and  so  indicated  when  pres- 
ent. For  example,  a plant  designated  ‘‘XXX” 
would  have  a combination  of  the  qualities 
going  to  make  an  unusually  choice  plant. 
Class  concerns  the  manner  in  which  plants 
are  dug,  whether  they  are  lifted  with  a solid 
ball  cf  earth  which  is  encased  in  burlap  and 
indicated  “B”,  or  removed  without  soil  on 
tli  ' roots  and  packed  in  a moisture  retaining 
material  indicated  “N.  B.” 


(5th.  Substitutions  are  never  made  unless 
the  variety  or  grade  is  exhausted.  The  cus- 
tomer should  specify  a second  choice  or  leave 
this  to  our  judgment.  In  the  latter  case 
only  such  other  grade  or  variety  would  be 
used  as  our  experience  would  justify  as  being 
equally  satisfactory. 

7th.  An  error  or  shortage  must  be  reported 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  shipmnet  so  we 
may  rectify  it  at  once. 

8th.  Cash  with  orders  for  immediate  ship- 
ment. C.  O.  D.  orders  will  be  shipped  if  23% 
of  amount  accompanies  order.  Stock  will 
be  reserved  for  shipment  at  the  customers 
convenience  on  receipt  of  20%  of  the  amount 
in  advance.  Transportation  chargees  paid 
by  customer.

All  plants  are  guaranteed  true  to  name 
full  count,  up  to  grade  and  in  good  condition 
when  shipped.  We  will  replace  any  plant 
proving  untrue  to  name.

With  the  thought  that  you  want  to  know  more 
about  us  and  some  of  the  pertinent  facts  of 
our  history,  a summary  of  the  Griffing  Nurseries 
as  to  their  origin  and  business  progress  is  offer- 
ed for  your  information.  We  believe  that  our 
record  will  offer  assurance  of  careful  personal 
attention  to  your  orders  by  men  whose  long- 
years  of  training  and  experience  make  them  ex- 
ceptionally dependable  and  responsible. 

Nearly  forty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Griff- 
ing organization  began  to  supply  trees  and  Plant*. 

from  a smaller  nursery  on  land  owned  by  Father 
Griffing  near  Jacksonville,  Florida,  where  five 
Griffing  Brothers  began  nursery  activities. 

Conscientious  and  energetic  in  their  work  they 
followed  out  the  best  practices,  and  operating 
under  the  Griffing  policy . adopted  at  that  time 
and  religiously  followed  through  all  the  years 
since,  business  flourished  to  such  an  extent  that 
few  years  had  elapsed  before  branch  nurseries 
were  established  in  southern  Florida,  Alabama, 
Louisiana  and  various  points  in  Texas. 

Griffing  Brothers,  as  the  concern  was  then 
known,  set  up  records  which  have  never  been 
approached  by  any  other  concern  in  the  quantity 
of  trees  and  plants  distributed,  and  so  successful 
were  their  efforts  that  a reputation  was  thor- 


oughly established,  placing  them  on  the  highest 
plane  among  nurserymen  and  horticulturists. 

As  time  progressed  and  each  branch  developed 
a great  patronage,  the  production  of  stock  at 
each  location  became  more  of  an  individual 
matter,  it  always  being  the  purpose  to  grow  and 
distribute  only  plants  best  adapted  to  the  sec- 
tions being  served.  As  the  Interstate  Inspection 
Laws  regulating  the  shipment  of  nursery  stock 
became  more  intricate  and  complicated  between 
States,  it  was  decided  to  apportion  the  interests 
among  the  Brothers,  letting  each  branch  run  as 
a separate  concern. 

In  this  way  the  Griffing  Nurseries  of  today  came 
into  the  ownership  of  W.  C.  Griffing,  and  con- 
tinues to  serve  the  southwestern  territory  in  the 
best  possible  manner.  Each  year  has  shown 
phenominal  progress,  not  only  in  the  man- 
agement and  organization,  but  also  in  the  nature 
of  the  new  plants  produced. 

At  the  present  time  the  Griffing  Nurseries  are 
the  largest  growers  of  nursery  stock  In  the 
southwest.  Large  enough  to  supply  every  want, 
yet  specialized  to  such  an  extent  that  personal 
attention  and  supervision  can  be  given  every 
phase  of  the  business.

Balling  and  Burlaping  (B)  is  lifting  a plant 
with  its  root  system  intact  or  nearly  so  in  a solid 
ball  of  the  earth  in  which  it  grew. 

Lifting  a plant  from  Sandy,  Gravel,  Clay  or 
Crumbling  Soils,  which  fails  to  serve  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  roots  from  the  air  is  NOT 
Balling. 

Long  ago  we  realized  that  for  Evergreens  es- 
pecially, some  such  method  was  essential  in  the 
nursery  business.  Balling  and  Burlaping  was 
by  far  the  most  practical.  The  difficulty  lay 
in  the  fact  that  few  soils  were  adapted  for  such 
handling.  After  close  study  of  soils  from  Flori- 
da to  Mexico,  we  found  at  our  Rosedale  Nursery 
the  most  IDEAL  SOIL  COMPOSITION  and 
STRUCTURE.  A black,  waxy,  fertile  soil  of  the 
greatest  tenacity  has  made  the  Griffing  Balled 
and  Burlaped  plants  known  throughout  the 
country.

Trees  for  Your  Home 

Where  You  Need  Them  and  Why 


Taking  for  granted  you  have  a home  in  which 
you  live,  your  first  interest  is  in  beautifying 
the  grounds  immediately  about  it.  Plant  a num- 
ber of  choice  shrubs  near  the  entrance  and  bank 
against  the  foundation  and  walls,  increasing  the 
number  of  plants  at  corners  and  along  blank 
wall  spaces  where  no  windows  intervene.  Keep 
your  lawn  clear  and  open.

Open  Lawn  and  Border  Planting 


Evergreens  should  be  generously  used  in  the 
South  with  a generous  sprinkling  of  the  gorgeous 
types  found  in  the  Deciduous  shrubs. 

A few  trees  for  the  street  or  shade  on  the 
lawn  will  then  be  needed.  Use  Camphor,  Ar- 
izona Ash,  Tallows,  etc.,  or  Palms.  They  are 
rapid  growing,  beautiful  and  clean,  not  lit- 
tering the  lawn  with  dead  leaves,  but  permit 
ting  the  smooth,  open  stretch  of  green  grass 
essential  to  any  beautiful  home. 


The  back  yard  should  then  receive  attentn  u 
with  the  planting  of  fruit  tree,*,  oo  tnat  rroni 
your  own  yard  you  may  have  rigs,  Persim 
mons,  Oranges  and  other  fruits  you  may  de- 
sire. Plant  a good  number  and  several  varie- 
ties so  that  a continual  supply  may  be  1 td 
most  of  the  year.  What  you  do  not  eat  fresh 
may  be  canned  or  preserved.  Plant  your  gar- 
den between  the  trees,  cultivating  well  and  fer- 
tilizing heavy.  You  get  both  fruit  and  vegeta- 
bles in  quantity.  Put  grape  vines  on  the  fence 
or  trellis. 


A pecan  tree  or  two  of  good  varieties,  well 
cared  for.  will  bear  much  quicker  than  you 
think  and  no  Texas  or  even  Southern  home 
should  be  without  at  least  one  of  these  fine 
trees. 

At  the  side  or  back  of  ' ae  house  some  small 
area  should  be  devoted  to  roses.  Every  woman 
loves  the  Queen  of  Flowers  and  for  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  ladies  the  family  Rose  Garden,  even 
though  it  be  small,  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
home  grounds. 

Many  people  prefer  hedges  for  enclosing  their 
property.  Trimmed  hedges  in  front  and  un- 
trimmed in  the  rear  or  high,  tall  growing  bor- 
ders will  give  you  privacy  and  seclusion  com- 
bined with  beauty  at  less  than  the  cost  of  fences. 

If  you  want  lilies,  bulbous  plants,  and  annual 
flowers,  you  will  find  the  rear  the  best  place 
for  them,  grouped  in  a garden.  They  can  be 
better  attended,  do  not  detract  from  the  lawn 
beauty  when  fall  comes  or  the  hot  sun  burns 
them,  and  cutting  for  the  house  does  not  le- 
stroy  their  effectiveness.

Fruit  Trees  Profitable  in  the  South 


If  you  are  interested  in  commercial  planting, 
the  first  consideration  is  soil.  A good  soil  is 
essential.  Fruit  trees  cannot  grow  on  a poor 
soil  any  better  than  any  other  crop.  Select 
a fruit  requiring  the  kind  of  attention  you  caft 
give  and  one  which  you  can  harvest  and  market. 
Any  good  fruit  brings  high  prices  on  the  mar- 
ket if  delivered.  Don’t  grow  a fruit  crop  com- 
mercially if  you  will  neglect  the  harvest  for 
other  matters.  Take  care  of  your  orchard,  cul- 
tivate, intercrop,  fertilize.  Prune  and  spray 
your  trees.  Fruit  trees  produce  more  to  the  acre 
than  any  other  crop  you  can  grow.  Specialize 
on  the  thing  you  are  interested  in  and  it  will 
repay  you  a thousand  times  for  all  cost  and  care 
A little  investigation  will  show  you  beyond 
doubt  that  orchards,  taken  care  of,  pay  well  and 
thu  fruit  growers  in  the  Coast  country  are 
making  more  per  acre  than  other  farmers  and 
their  income  is  sure  and  steady  with  little  outlay.
